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For the purposes of this letter I 
will briefly refer to the geograph- 
ical positiou of that portion of our 
State that is known locally as 
Northeastern Nevada, the major 
portion of which is embraced with- 
in the limits of Elko county. The 
total area of this county is,in round 
numbers, about 18,000 square miles 
and over one half uf this portion of 
the county lies north of thse C.P. R. 
R. and contains the best pasture 
lands for Summer purposes within 
the county. The suuthern half, 
particularly that portion south of 
Ruby Valley, is better adapted for 
Winter pasture. Nevertheless our 
stockmen and ranchers who are en- 
gaged in stock raising bave all 
made general preparations this Fall 
for the coming Winter. All along 
the valley of the Humboldt and ad- 


jacent valleys are literally dotted 


with large stacks and ticks of hay. 
The same is also true of Lamville 
and North and South Ruby; also 
Clover, in fact all the valleys south 
of the rallroa l. Hankins aud broth- 
ers have in all probability the 


| largest hay crop in South Ruby, 


aggregating about 1,000. Harrison 
& Son have also a large quantity of 
hay. They feed beet cattle for the 
Eureka market, feeding them at 10 


cents per day per head. Thomas 
Short and Colonel Moore have a so 
large quantities of hay and exten- 
sive sheds; sohave the Myers 
Brothers, who own large tracts of 
valuable bay avd grazing land. 
John Wright, the cattle king of 
Ruby Valley, has also large stacks 
of Lay—in fact all of the settlers 
and cattle men of this locality are 
better prepared to meet a hard 
Winter than beretofore, although 
the cattle in some instances are not 
in as fine condition as heretofore. 
The Ruby cattle men have driven 
their stock to Winter quarters to 


White River, Spring Valley, Long 


Valley, and other favorable locali- 
ties, including Deep Creek, where 
an abuudance of white ecan be 
found. Col. E. P. Hardesty, the 
well-known cattle king of the 
Wells, has also a | bunch of 
cattle in this locality Of some 3,000 
head, that are known asthe ‘‘figure 
3” cattle. They will be Wintered 
in Long veers some 60 miles south 
of Ruby Valley, in White Pine 
county. Four-fifths of his cattle 
are north of Wells, in the neigh- 
borhood of Little Salmon. 

Besides this most of our stock 
men erected stahles, sheds aud other 
covering for the prot stion of old 
disabled cows and young calves 
which are to be fed during the 
Winter. The major portion of the 
bands proper have been as above 
stated driven to the most favorable 
quarters for the Winter, and every 
provision has been made that cau- 
tion and experience could suggest 
for the protection and care of this 

reat interest during the present 
inter. 

Hunter Bros. and Hunter and 
Litton, of Elko, have driven some 
1,800 head of their band southward 
in the neighborhood of Spring Val- 
ley and White River. The balance 
of their large baud will be Wintered 
ou the old range which embraces a 
large tract of country from Love 
Mountain to Palisade on both sides 
of the railroad. Their holdings by 
purchase embrace all the lands and 
water te be found around Lone 
Mountain, Little and Big Susie and 
M creeks, also Duke creek aud 
valley. The grass upon this range is 
short but they hope for the best. The 
most our of cattle men are prepar- 
ing to take the result of the present 
Winter in a philosophical manner 
and say they do prefer a pleuty of 
snow with an abundance of grass 
to follow the next coming Summer, 
notwithstanding their loss may be 
heavy. The good gruss that follows 
a hard Winter usually compensates 
for all the losses sustained by the 
death ef old cows that must sooner 
or later die in any event. 

I expect to be in receipt of some 
reliable intelligence in the course 
of a few days as to the condition of 
the cattle and ranges aloug the 
main Owybee and its tributaries 
main and North Bruneau, Little 
Salmon and Raft river and includ- 
ing wht is known as Big Field and 
ocoupied lu former . by Dau 
Murphy and Fischer. This locality 
is still held by the Murphy estate.

Pe another mining district of some 


locations, and among 
them is the Sweepstakes, which is 
worked and owned by Charles A. 
Krossemer, who has opened up a 
fine piece of mining property. The 
ore takea from the mine is heavily 
with copper and silver, 
while the ores extracted from the 
mines belonging to Mr. Reilly are 
chiefly galena. In fact all the ores 
of this district are known as smelt- 
ing ores and are easily worked, coke 
being used for smeiting in lieu of 
charcoal, heretefore used. The 
coke is shipped from Elko. 

But the most noted and produc- 
tive peice of mining property in 
this district is known as the Tripoli, 
situated about half way up Bunker 
Hill on a ridge or spur that makes 
down from the main mountain. 
This mine is also an old location 
and has been worked at times since 
1870, but witbout much success as 
the mining opsrations were badly 
directed, from the fact that the pay 
ore was found to exist in chambers 
or kets with stratas a few inclies 
wide, widely dispersed throughout 
the deposit of quartz rock. How- 
ever, in course of time better judg- 
ment prevailed, the mine haviug 
passed into the hands of J. Hender- 
son of Elko, and a tunnel was ex- 
cavated a few hundred feet below 
the discovery point from the east 
side which reached and penetrated 
the mass of quartz at the depth of 
350 feet from the surface. At this 
point the deposit begins to assume 
more of a vein-like form and ex- 
plorations have been continued by 
which several hundred tons or more 
have been taken out and worked by 
smelting — during the year 
1886, yielding some $90,000 over 
and above the gross expenses of 
mining operations, 

These is now on the dump a large 
quantity of first-class ore that it is 
believed will work not less than 
$100 per ton on the average. This 
ore’ was taken out during the past 
Summer, during which time there 
was also a large amount of dead 
work in making connections and 
replacing timbers and —— 
putting the mine in first-class trim 
with a view of mining and working 
a large amount of ore during the 
year i888.
